PROVIDE A DEO!'ATE SCHOOL FACILITIES 


Proper and adequate school facilities are the firnt need of any 
community that expects or desires to make material progress. 
Nothing cise will so surely hamper the advancement of a city as a 
report that its schools are had and overcrowded because of a lack 
of school houses and proper school facilities, and no expense is 
too great if it is necessary to provide this primary need. 
At present Brainerd’s schools are totally inadequate, aside 
from replacing the burned high school as, according to a report 
of the board, more than a hundred scholars in the grades, on both 
the north and south sides of the city, are forced to occupy damp 
rooms in the basements, and use the halls and stairs as recitation 
rooms, because all the buildings are overcrowded. 
The board has provided a program for submission to the vot­ 
ers on Wednesday which will fill the needs of the city for adequate 
school rooms for the present and near future, and it should be 
supported by all who desire the city to progress and maintain its 
place with other progressive cities of the state, but better and 
more important still, it will give our young people, our greatest 
asset, equal advantage with the children of other communities in 
the race for success in this life. 
And the best part of it is, owing to the foresight of (he board 
in accumulating a large fund in the past, this program can be 
carried out without increasing taxes in the future. The income of 
the board is sufficient at the rate levied at present and for the 
past several years, to meet the additional expenses made neces­ 
sary by the new construction, pay the interest on the necessary 
bonds, and provide $10,000 or more every year for their retire­ 
ment. 
This being true, as ail investigation will show, it is difficult 
to understand why anyone should oppose the program proposed 
by the board.

But in 1927, in the United States and Canada, only 530,795 
open ears were sold, while people bought 2,555,223 closed cars.

highest county in the state in its 
rate of taxation. 
Only nine coun­ 
ties have a higher rate than Crow 
Wing, while 77 have lower rates. 
And the long long list of .delinquent 
taxes (32 pages recently published 
in the Dispatch) speaks for itself. 
While we all agree th a t Brainerd 
should have 
the very 
best 
school 
system th at it can afford, the ques­ 
tion that 
many tax 
payers would 
like answered is: Why does B rain­ 
erd need a separate building for its 
junior high departm ent, when other 
(titles as large aud larger are ade­ 
quately housing theirs in the same 
building with their senior high? 
Out of the 17 cities recently nam ­ 
ed by Superintendent Cobb us hav­ 
ing the Junior high system,, qties- 
tionaires were sent to eight repre­ 
sentative cities. They were Winona, 
Rochester, .Staples, Faribault, Sauk 
Center, 
Little 
Falls, 
Bemidji 
and 
Aitkin. 
Of these eight cities, only 
two reported a separate building for 
their junior high departm ent, and 
one of these is Winona, an old and 
wealthy 
city of 
more 
than 
twice 
Brainerd’a population. 
And not it 
single one of the eight, according 
to 
reports, 
is 
carrying 
additional 
bonds lo m aintain 
a junior 
high 
building, 
lf one high school build­ 
ing is enough for such cities, why is 
it not enough for Brainerd? 
It m ight bo added that the $20,- 
000 yearly surplus which the school 
board proposes under the two build­ 
ing plan to turn over for the m ain­ 
tenance of a 
second 
high 
school 
might then be used to better the 
condition of tile lower grade schools 
which board members declare have 
gotten into such a deplorable condi­ 
tion.

P r o p e r and adequate school facilities are the first need of any 
community that expects or desires to make material progress. 
Nothing else will so surely hamper the advancement of a city as a 
report that its schools are bad and overcrowded because of a lack 
of school houses and proper school facilities, and no expense is 
too great if it is necessary to provide this primary need.

more important still, it will give our young people, our greatest 
asset, equal advantage with the children of other communities in 
the race for success in this life. 
And the best part of it is, owing to the foresight of the board 
in accumulating a large fund in the past, this program can be 
carried out without increasing taxes in the future. The income of 
the board is sufficient at the rate levied at present and for the 
past several years, to meet the additional expenses made neces­ 
sary by the new construction, pay the interest on the necessary 
bonds, and provide $10,000 or more every year for their retire­ 
ment. 
This being true, as an investigation will show, it is difficult 
to understand why anyone should oppose the program proposed 
by the board.

But in 1927, in the United States and Canada, only 530,795 
open cars were sold, while people bought 2,555,223 closed cars.

financial condition, the fact remains 
that Crow Wing county is the tenth 
highest county in the state in its 
rate of taxation. 
Only nine conn 
ties have a higher rate than Crow 
Wing, while 77 have lower rates 
And the long long list of .delinquen 
taxes (32 pages recently published 
in the Dispatch) speaks for itself. 
While we all agree that Brainerd 
should have 
the ’ very best school 
system that it can afford, the ques­ 
tion that many tax payers would 
like answered is: Why does Brain 
ercl need a separate building for its 
junior high department, when other 
cities as large and larger are ade­ 
quately housing theirs in the same 
building with their senior high? 
Out of the 17 cities recently nam ­ 
ed by Superintendent Cobb as hav­ 
ing the junior high system,, ques- 
tionaires were sent to eight repre­ 
sentative cities. They were Winona 
Rochester, Staples, Faribault, Sauk 
Center, 
Little 
Falls, 
Bemidji 
am 
Aitkin. 
Of these eight cities, only 
two reported a separate building for 
their junior high department, and 
one of these is Winona, an old and 
wealthy 
city of 
more 
than 
twice 
Brainerd’s population. 
And not 
single one of the eight, according 
to 
reports, 
is carrying 
additional 
bonds to m aintain 
a junior high 
building. 
If one high school build­ 
ing is enough for such cities, why i 
it not enough for Brainerd? 
It might be added that the $20,- 
000 yearly surplus which the school 
board proposes under the two build­ 
ing plan to turn over for the m ain­ 
tenance of a 
second 
high 
school 
might then be used to better tin 
condition of the lower grade schools 
which hoard members declare have 
gotten into such a deplorable condi­ 
tion, 
while they were saving this 
surplus.
